The Miami Office replied with its own observations 
noting that the analysis of the Los Angeles Office clearly 
indicated that there are continuing contaets between 
professional gamblers throughout the U. S, and Miami agreed 
that the use of a control file to coordinate reports re 
these professional gamblers is an excellent suggestion. 


Re Milwaukee's suggestion of a, "Gambling Intelligence 
Digest", it is noted that the Miami Office, under the caption 
"Crime Conditions in the Miami Division; AR", on a semi-annual 
basis submits reports. Under the heading "Individual 
Racketeers and Gamblers", Miami regularly reports a summary 
of the activities of known professional gamblers and their 
assoeiates. Other major offices also submit similar reports 
and it is believed with wider' dissemination this program 
already adopted by the Bureau ean serve as a digest re the 
activities of these professional gamblers. It is possible that 
the Bureau may desire to integrate their crime condition ; 
reporting program with suggestions made by Milwaukee and Los 
Angeles. 


The Bureau has specifically ordered intensified 
investigations and provides a method of corolating these 
investigations by use of long distance telephone calls made 
by the principal gambling figures in the JU. S. 


Re the observation made by the Milwaukee Office 
that investigation of small bookmakers is unproductive, it 
is believed that this is false inasmuch as the small book- 
maker is the arm of the major gambling figures in this 
country. To develop top echelon informants, the small 
bookmaker offers an opportunity to penetrate and determine 
the activities and associates of the big-time gamblers with 
whom the small-time bookmaker is dependent upon for his 
information and may desire his capitol. 


Re the suggestion by the Milwaukee Office that a 
summary of informant information be prepared on the 
administrative pages of a substantive report, it is observed 
that to date informant information has not become so great 
in volume that it dictates a separate summary under the 
administrative pages.

It is readily apparent that pursuit of one individual 
case by a given division overlaps into investigation of other 
individual cases in several divisions, and at no point is there 
a correlation of the over-all actione by these several individuals 
which would portray the nation-wide industry. 


The present pursuit of these individual cases 
constitutes a disorganized attack against single targets spread 
over a wide field whereas what is needed is a concerted action 
against the nation-wide industry itself. 


Bookmaking cannot function without its line or odds 
information, handicapping experts, and bankroll men.  Severance 
of the information necessary to place wagers.or balance a 
bookmakers line; or of the bankroll. behind a bookmaker would 
break the back of the industry and reduce the hangers-on to 
Sporadic localized small-time pocket bookies.

It is, therefore, submitted that a more direct attack 
on the national bookmaking empire could be made by Bureau 
direction as a result of a correlation of national bookmaking 
aimed at the over-all industry. Implementation of the automatic 
data processing equipment to record and coordinate information 
as to the phones used by various bookmakers should show the 
network on a national scale.
